ao A CONFIDENTIAL LETTER FROM THE EDITOR 


S I REVIEW the ramifications of the new type of 
service and sales stations, which Ford calls neighbor- 
hood stores, I realize more and more what this new deal 
is going to mean to car manufacturers, dealers, the 
latter’s salesmen and also makers of parts and acces- 
sories. Oil companies, too, will find in the idea a broader 
market for their products. 

We in the industry are just awakening to the pos- 
sibilities of these new-type establishments—how-they are 
going to cut down dealer overhead, bring more new-car 
prospects in than main stores on automobile row, give 
salesmen opportunities to talk new car while they are 
giving customers service or selling supplies, and in the 
last analysis boost sales of supplies, parts, etc. Not to 
overlook, either, that because of the parking accessibility 
it’s going to be easy to coax customers, for they can 
drive to the very doors and leave their cars within eye- 
sight of the place. 


* * * 


BUT THERE IS another new feature that should be 
emphasized. That is, the new type station is going to 
be a bigger money maker in the way of selling service 
than the old one. Where heretofore most service sta- 
tions have catered mainly to owners of cars sold by 
dealers operating service departments, under the new 
deal such stores will stand ready to service ALL makes. 
Already one big car manufacturer who has been most 
conservative in this respect has his dealers put signs 
over their doors, reading “Quick Service On All Makes 
of Cars.” Such a change of front is going to work to 
the advantage of the dealer, for it will put him in in- 
timate touch with far more prospects than if he is only 
servicing the car he sells. 

Truly, the old order changeth. The new deal will 
bring about a most radical departure in retail selling 
methods, at the same time assuring the dealer of a 
regular monthly volume income independent of his new- 
car sale profits.

ASSUREDLY THERE IS some basis for the reports 
that have appeared in the daily papers mentioning the 
possibilities of a mergér of Auburn, Pierce-Arrow and 
Reo. Automotive Daily News has known of this for 
several weeks, but ADN’s policy is not to publish rumors, 
which explains why nothing has been said about such a 
combination until now. But inasmuch as the daily 
papers took up the story last week and broadcast it 
throughout the land, “in the pink” feels called upon to 
advise its public that up to the present there has been 
no definite get-together of the companies mentioned. 


Your commentator is advised by higher-ups who ought 
to know what they are talking about that negotiations 
so far have not got past the talking stage. No one has 
drawn any cards. Mebbe there will be a merger, mebbe 
not—it just depends on how things look for a successful 
consummation of such a plan after each company has 
carefully studied what the others have to offer, following 
which a decision will be reached. When that time comes 
ADN will tell you all about it.

IT WON’T BE LONG now before announcements of 
1935 models will be forthcoming; in fact, two manu- 
facturers will break with their stories in Saturday’s 
issue of ADN. But this is not at all unseasonal, for 
one of them always has announced at this time of the 
years, while the other one said at show time that it 
would put out a new line in the autumn. So there is 
no reason for feeling that the 1934 selling season has 
come to a definite end. Far from it, for I feel that 
August production figures will be surprisingly good, 
which should satisfy the industry that the retail market 
still is brisk. 


Production would not be holding up the way it is if 
there was a marked slump in selling, especially as the 
factories feel that this is the time for dealers to cut down 
their floor stocks. I should say the fall outlook is un- 
usually good and that many more 1934 models will be 
sold before the assembly lines of the industry as a whole 
stop on this year’s stuff.

August pace holds firm with 235,000 output seen; July Sales estimate 
revised downward, still leads June; Federal payments promise help. 


July automobile and truck production in 
the United States and Canada, as reported 
Output Hits by Bureau of Census of the Department 
277,689 of Commerce, reached a total of 277,689 
units. This figure confirms the estimate 

of 275,000 made in ADN Pink Sheet on Aug. 1, and 
goes it 2,689 units better. The July total lifts the seven 
months production to 2,074,112 units which exceed the 
total for the entire twelve months of 1933 by 88,131 
units. Last year’s total for twelve months was 1,985,981. 
It also exceeds the entire year of 1932 which was 1,431,- 
494 and is only 400,000 of the entire year’s output in 
1931. The best comparable figure on seven months’ pro- 
duction came in 1930 when the seven months’ output 
reached a total of 2,584,986 units.

for both passenger cars and trucks in the 

United States and Canada and the pres- 

ent trend would in that September should 
hold in the neighborhood of the mark set last year of 
190,000. During the last quarter, 1933, production 
totaled 285,166 units and it must be taken into con- 
sideration that labor troubles in the fag end of 1933 
brought production almost to a standstill. 

If the normal fall preparations for stocking dealers 
for the show periods are“iot interrupted this year pro- 
duction should run close to 3,000,000 for the entire year. 
Even should the last quarter account for a total equal 
only to the last quarter of 1933, the total should be in 
the neighborhood of 2,800,000 units. Scoffers scoffed 
at the possibility of 3,000,000 early in 1934, but that 
now seems a real possibility.

July sales estimates have been revised by 
R. L. Polk & Co. from 230,000 downward 
to 226,000. This is in line with the first 
estimate made by ADN on Aug. 15, of 
225,000. This figure is for passenger cars 
alone with trucks estimated at 36,000, bringing the 
total for the month to 262,000 units. Polk’s estimate 
is based on returns from 40 states representing 86.76 
per cent of the entire United States and showing a 
total passenger car registration of 196,359 units. This 
compares with 190,011 in the same states for June, or 
an increase of 3.34 per cent. The figures represent an 
increase of 21.91 per cent over the 161,067 units 
registered in the same states in July, 1933. 

Commercial car registration in the same states show 
a total of 28,813 units or 8.55 per cent above June when 
26,543 units were registered in the same 40 states, and 
19.28 per cent above the 24,155 units registered in these 
states in 1938.

One factor which may favorably affect 
the new passenger car and truck markets, 
particularly in the rural sections, this 
fall is the heavy payments of farm 
bonuses which are now being made to 
corn, hog and cotton raisers. In the corn-hog belt dis- 
bursements are now being made at the rate of $2,000,000 
a day with total disbursements through to Aug. 24 total- 
ing about $45,550,000. This amount represents about 
one-third of the first installment of $133,000,000. In the 
cotton section payments to date total about $38,000,000 
out of the first rental payments which will total close 
to $50,000,000. A second installment for the same 
amount will be paid as soon as cotton acreage contracts 
are certified. This total of $100,000,000 will be further
